Your letter of April 25th, with enclosures, 
raises specific questions , some of which would require 
that the FBI express an opinion or draw a conclusion 
based on Investigative results In matters relating to 
the assassination of President John P. Kennedy. 

While I can certainly empathize with your 
primary concern for the protection of your father's 
reputation, I regret that I must refrain from providing 
the answers you seek. To do otherwise would contravene 
a long-standing policy of this Bureau not to speculate 
or draw conclusions on current or concluded investiga- 
tions. I regret this response is necessary, since I 
do appreciate your expressed ire at certain media 
efforts suggesting Mr. H. L. Hunt's Involvement In 
President Kennedy's assassination. I trust you will 
understand the necessity for my position in this matter. 

You undoubtedly are aware of the fact that 
the substantial results of FBI investigation were 
furnished to the President's Commission on the Assas- 
sination of President Kennedy (Warren Commission) and 
those documents are in the public domain. 


While your review of that material might be 
an expedient means of obtaining some of the Information 
you seek, you may also wish to consider the submission 
of a specific, formal request to the FBI under the 
Freedom of Information Act. It must be pointed out, 
however, that such a request could entail a certain 
delay owing to the backlog of requests already on file.

Dear Director Kelly: 

In recent days, my father, the late H. L. Hunt, has been the 
subject of inaccurate charges made by individuals commenting upon the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy. This letter requests 
information from you so that we may accurately respond to those charges. 

As you may be aware, on February 6, 1977, an article appeared 
in The Dallas Morning News stating that the FBI was investigating a 
letter, xeroxed many times, to a "Mr. Hunt” dated November 8, 1963 from 
Lee Harvey Oswald shortly before the assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy. The News reported that the text of the letter was: 

"Dear Mr. Hunt, 

I would like information concerning my position. 

I am asking only for information. I am suggesting 
that we discuss the matter fully before any steps are 
taken by me or anyone else. 


Thank you, 

Lee Harvey Oswald". 

Subsequently, national magazines and many newspapers carried 
articles which stated that the FBI was investigating the letter and 
that the letter had been sent to my father, the late H. L. Hunt. FBI 
agents have recently interviewed at least one Hunt Oil Company employee 
concerning this matter.

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On April 1, 1977, further allegations were made by the Dutch 
journalist, Willem Oltmans, against my father based upon data he says 
he received from George DeMohrenschildt. Once again, charges and 
reports were made that the FBI was investigating this matter and these 
charges and reports received much attention from the national media. 

In both instances, we have denied and vigorously protested these 
allegations. Copies of our statments released to the press concerning 
both the purported letter from Lee Harvey Oswald (March 4, 1977) and the 
later charges by Mr. Oltmans (April 1, 1977) are attached. 

One of the characteristics of our social system is that unsub- 
stantiated charges can be hurled pell-mell by anyone and given great 
national attention by the press. The principle of "freedom of the press" 
is one which I completely respect and wholeheartedly endorse, but if 
media commentary is based upon statements and information which are 
known to be false or provided with reckless disregard for their truth, 
great harm can be done. 

Great harm has been done to my father's memory in recent days, and 
in an effort to correct what I believe are flat misstatements of fact, I'm 
taking the liberty of writing you to ask for a reply to the questions below 
which, if received, will be in our possession and subject to release 
publicly as needed to refute charges implying that my father had ever 
engaged in the activities referenced below or was under investigation by 
the FBI because of these charges. Specifically, I would appreciate very 
much your answering the following questions: 

1. Has the FBI investigation of the alleged letter from Oswald 
to a "Mr. Hunt" determined whether or not the letter was in fact an 
authentic letter from Oswald? 

2. Was the alleged letter addressed to Mr. H. L. Hunt? Alterna- 
tively, does the agency have any reason to believe that the letter was 
meant to be delivered to H. L. Hunt? 

3. Did the so-called Oswald letter bear credible evidence that 
it was addressed to a "Mr. Hunt" in Dallas, Texas? Alternatively, could 
it have been addressed to a "Mr. Hunt” in some other locale such as 
Florida, Mexico, Cuba, etc.? 

4. Does the FBI have any credible evidence to support a belief 
that H. L. Hunt was in any way connected w’-ith the assassination of President 
Kennedy?

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5. Have any previous investigations by the Bureau brought forth 
any credible evidence that H. L. Hunt ever knew or was ever associated with 
George DeMohrenschildt? 

I am sure that you will understand why I hope to receive a response 
from you concerning these questions in the near future. If my father were 
alive today, he could and would readily defend himself against the malevo- 
lent allegations leveled by a person who I feel may very well have committed 
perjury before a Committee of the United States House of Representatives. 

Your attention to this matter is greatly appreciated. I look 
forward to your response in the near future.

A spokesman for Hunt Oil Company categorically denies that the late 
H.L. Hunt ever knew, ever communicated with or ever '■eceived communi cation 
from Lee Harvey Oswald. 

A speculative news report in a local Dallas newspaper had indicated that 
Oswald allegedly sent a letter to an unidentified "Mr. Hunt" in early 
November, 1963. An inference was made in that story that the "Mr. Hunt" 
referred to in that letter may have been H.L. Hunt. 

Now, on the basis of that speculative story, local broadcasts and. at 
least one national news magazine have continued to report that H.L. Hunt 
may have received such a letter. 

It is highly prejudicial to assume with absolutely no supportive 
evidence that the "Mr. Hunt" in the alleged letter refers to the late 
H.L. Hunt. Such unsubstantiated slurs against a man who is deceased and can 
no longer defend himself is shanieful . 

A public or private apology has been requested from the newspaper which 
printed the story initially.

Reference is made to your article entitled, "D.S., 

Cuba Had Gena Warfare Plans" which appeared in the Washington 
Post on January 17, 1977, and to your article entitled, 

'Vlystery Witness in JPK Inquiry" which appeared in the 
January 19 , 1977 , issue of the Washington Post . These 
articles make reference to the investigation, by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) into the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 


The Januciry 17, 1977, article reported: “The FBI 

never allowed the (Warren) conaaission access to its files 
. . and "... that the FBI had in its files at least 69 
reports on the pre-assassination activities of Lee Harvey 
Oswald. Only 46 of these were summarized for the Warren 
Commission; the remaining 23 were hold back," This is 
erroneous . By letter dated i3ay 4 , 1964 , the FBI furnished 
the Honor eLle J. Lee Rankin a description of the 69 documents 
pertaining to tiie pre-assassination activities of Lee liaurvay 
Oswald. This letter appears in the Warren Commission report 
as Commission Exhibit 834. Additionally, as set out in the 
Hay 6, 1964, testimony of Alan H. Belmont, former Assistant 
to the Director, FBI, before the President's Commission on 
tiie Assassination of President John F. Kennedy, Mr. Belmont 
in response to a question posed by Samuel A. Stern, Assistant 
Counsel, volunteered that the "Oswald" file was available 
to the Commission. This file bad in fact been reviewed in 
its entirety by Stem on ^^ay 4, 1964.

The January 19, 1977, article states in part, that: 

” . . . the late J. Edgau: Hoover daliberataly misled the Warren 
CoKaaission^ adxsut information received from Sylvia Odio. 

The fact of the matter is that by letter dated 
September 21, 1964, the Warren Commission was advised by the 
FBI that the three individuals who visited Sylvia Ohio's 
apartment had been identified and that investigation con- 
cerning this matter was continuing. This allegation was 
fully investigated by the FBI and the results of the 
subsequent investigation including the interviews of the 
individuals named in the September 21, 1964, letter were 
furnished to the Warren Commission by letter dated November 9 , 
1964. 


Additionally, the January 19, 1377, article refers 
to tlie alleged threat made by the late Joseph Mil tear, ' . - . 
which was taped by an FBI informant,” ... who turned the 
tape over to the FBI the next aay . ' 

The fact is this information was received and 
recorded by an informant of a city police department, which 
department furnished a tramscript of the alleged threat to tiia 
local office of the FBI. This information was subsequently 
furnished by tne FBI to Secret Service Headquarters ten days 
prior to the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 

This letter is prepared not in righteous indignation 
but rather in the hope that your readers may have available 
the true facts readily supported by public source material.
